I. The Applicant submits that the term "function" implies that an action is performed, not the lack of performing an action, therefore the 
deactivation of keys when the cover lid is in an open position, as taught by Collins, fails to read on "assigning, by control unit, a first set 
of functions ...when the cover lid is detected in the first position". 
The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 

Collins teaches that the outer keyboard is deactivated as a function of opening said cover flap, as taught by Collins. Therefore, assigning 
a state of deactivation fairly anticipates the "function" of said keys, when the cover is in the open first position. The rejection is therefore 
maintained 

II. The Applicant asserts that Song and Gray, each fail to cure the deficiencies of the Collins reference. 

However as set forth in the Examiner's response, Collins teaches that the outer keyboard is deactivated as a function of the cover being 
in the a first open position, thereby meeting the limitations of the claim. 
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
